Although practically no details 
concerning the mobilization of Na- 
tional Guardsmen reached the War 
Department today, acknowledg- 
ments of the orders came from every 
Governor, with word that the troops 
had been ordered under arms. In 
several instances a request that the 
State ve allowed to send its full con- 
tingent to the border instead of the 
regiments or brigades called for, .ac- 
companied the acknowledgment 
Gov. Dunne of IIIinois was one of 
those who made this request. 

Secretary Baker announced dur- 
ing the day that he had advised 
Representative Hay and Senator 
Chatuberlain, chairmen of the 
House and Senate military commit- 
tees, to endeavor to bring about the 
adoption by Congress of a resolu- 
tion putting into immediate effect 
the ganilitia draft provisions of the 
new army organization bill, which 
will become effective July 1. 

The resolution probably will be 
presented tomorrow in both houses. 

With this informdtion came also 
the statement that the orders call- 
ing out the State troops were 80 
framed as to make it possible to 
compel the presence at the border 
at least of every man enrolled. They 
were summoned as Nationa! Guards- 
men, in which status they bear a 
distinct relation to the Federal gov- 
ernment, and by law are the first 
source for securing volunteers who 
have no connection with the States; 
they were o summoned as mem- 
bers of the Nee militia, and as 
such cannot used beyond the bor- 
der, though available for duty within 
the United States. 

The draft provision of the new law 
is applicable to every member of the 
National Guard or the National 
Guard reserve. It cannot be made 
retroactive, however, and all Nation- 
al Guardsmen must voluntarily take 
the dual oath of enlistment under 
the Federal and State governments 
before they can become subject to 
its obligation. * 

It is believed here that there will 
be little objection on the part of 
most of the guardsmen. It is planned 
to exercise the draft immediately if 
Congress adopts the resolution, and 
State soldiers who have taken the 
required oath then will become Fed- 
eral soldiers, with no connection 
whatever with the,National Guard 
or the organized militia. They will 
be. available for service in Mexico 
without further formalities. 

On the other hand, those who 
may refuse to take the oath and will 
not, therefore, be subject to draft, 
will remain under Federal control 
under the provisions of the old law, 
which still are operative. They will 
be available for guard duty along 
the border if for nothing else, and 
army officials feel the urgent need 
of keeping them ready for that pur- 


pose. 

The resolption, it is understood, 
will authorize the President to em- 
ploy the armed force of the United 
States either in Mexico or along the 
border for defensive purposes. Such 
a provision would meet the objec- 
tion of those who hold that a suf- 
ficiently clear authorization has not 
been given for the purposes of sec- 
tion II of the new army bill provid- 
ing that drafting of National Guards- 
men can begin only after proper au- 
thorization has been given by Con- 
gress for the employment of forces 
other than the regular army. Legal 
officers of the War Department de- 
sire to make certain that no com- 
plications will arise later to block 
efficient use of the State troops. 

Ample ecuipment of all kinds is 
on hand at the various depots of the 
army, Secretary Baker said today, 
to complete outfits of all the cuards- 
men called for service. A sufficient 
supply of field artillery and maehine 
guns and enough ammunition for 
any fighting that might occur also is 
on hand. 

The most pressing need will be 
horses to mount all of the National 
Guard cavalry and supply gun teams 
“for the field batteries. The large 
excess held in army remount stables 
for the needs of the regulars will fall 
short of present needs by many 
thousands. 

Officials are busy working out the 
number that must be supplied and 
the quickest way of securing them. 

Another step taken at the War 
Department today was preparation 
of orders calling out doctors of the 
Medical Reserve Corps to examine 
guardsmen for muster into the Fed- 
era] service. The department will 
insist upon the high physical stand- 
ards of the regular army. In some 
States that already ig required, and 
there will be little delay. In oth- 
ers there is reason to believe, officers 
say, that men incapable of arduous 
military service have been enrolled 
for the purpose of keeping the com- 
panies up to the minimum streneth 
necessary for Federal recognition 
and participation in Federal appro- 
priations. 


ASKS SURVEY CHART

BRITISH HOLD 
LINCOLN FOR TRIAL. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 
LONDON, June 19.-——After a pre- 


liminary hearing on the charge of 
forgery, at the conclusion of which 
he was committed for trial, Ignatius 
Lincoln today pleaded guilty. He 
expressed hope to the court that jus- 
tice would be tempered with mercy. 

At the conclusion of the prelimi- 
nary hearing before he decided to 
plead guilty, Lincoln made a state- 
ment summing up his case, in which 
he defied the government to proceed 
with the trial. He contended no 
evidence had been produced to prove 
he had written the forged signatures 
and declared the prosecution had 
been undertaken by a vengeful and 
vindicetive government. 

He asserted the prosecution repre- 
sented an attempt to punish him, not 
for forgery, but for a political of- 
fense, and that under the treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain the case could not proceed. 

Lincoln proceeded to tell the story 
of his life, mentioning the fact that 
he was born in Hungary of Jewish 
parents. He spoke with emotion 
and both the prisoner and Mrs. Lin- 
coln wept repeatedly. 


SAY FRENCH OFFICER 
KILLED GEN. GALLIENI.

NEW YORK, June 19.—The death 
of Gen. Joseph S. Galleni, former. 
Minister of War of France, was due 
to a murderous attack by a French 
army officer of high rank under 
charges of treason, and not to nat- 
ural causes, according to stories told 
here today by passengers arriving 
on the French liner La Fayette.

COULD HAVE AVERTED WAR. 


Mr. Rountree expressed the opin- 
ion that if governmental censorship 
im Europe had not prevented “even 
a substantial part of the truth” 
from becoming known through the 
newspapers, the war would have 
been averted. 

In his address of welcome Mayor 
Mitchel expressed the belief that 
the power of the press during the 
last two years had been used in 
a manner which could not be chal- 
lenged. Edward Perey Howard, 
president of the New York Press 
Club, extended a welcome on behalf 
of New York's working newspaper- 
men. An address by John A. 
Sleicher, editor of Leslie's Weekly, 
was read to the convention. Mr. 
Sleicher expressed the opinion that 
the country newspaper is nearer the 
hearts of the people than ils the 
big city daily and he pleaded for 
a true and fair treatment of news. 
John Temple Graves, in discussing 
preparedness, said that the United 
States must have an army and navy 
that would enable the country to be 
a peaceful but prepared bulldog. 

President Rountree, in introduc- 
ing Mrs. H. C. Hotaling, a newspa- 
per woman of Minnesota, declared 
in favor of votes- for women, Mrs. 
Hotaling urged closer analytical 
study by editors. 

The progress of schools of jour- 
nalism and of literature was de- 
scribed by William H. Mayes, for- 
mer Lieutenant-Governor of Texas, 
now dean of the Texas School of 
Journalism. He described the his- 
tcries of famous writers, citing many 
so-called accidents, which, he said, 
led these men into channels of lit- 
erature.

‘PASTOR'S LIFE 
| SUDDENLY ENDS. 


Is YOUR 


Stricken After Speaking to 
Sunday-school Class. 


Widely Known in Methodism; 
Once Teacher in Japan. 


Sessions of Summer Schools 
and Playgrounds Open. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

PASADENA, June 20.—Rev. Ka- 
win H. Fretz, Ph. D., pastor of the 
Lincoln-avenue Methodist Church 
for the past three years, died sud- 
denly at his home, No. 744 North 
Orange Grove avenue, late Sunday 
night. The immediate cause of 
death was a blood clot on the brain. 

Shortly after he had addressed a 
Sunday-school class in the morning 
and had stepped across to his home 
to think over the sermon he was 
about to preach he suddenly became 
fll. A physician was called and or- 
dered him to bed for a week, in- 
forming him, however, that there 
was no cause for alarm. An hour 
before the minister’s death he felt 
so much better that he believed he 
had entirely recovered and planned 
to leave his bed the following morn- 
ing, but he was summoned to the 
great beyond without a moment's 
warning. 

Members of the congregation de- 
clare no former pastor of the Lin- 
coln-avenue Methodist Church ever 
made so strong a record as did Rev. 
Mr. Fretz, who built up the mem- 
bership of the congregation, more 
than anyone else had ever done in 
the same length of time. 

Rev. Mr. Fretz Was born at Chal- 
font, Pa., January 5, forty-nine 
years ago. His one ambition from 
early boyhood was to become a 
minister of the gospel and to thor- 
oughly fit hi If to take up that 
calling. After his graduation from 
Pennington Seminary he entered 
Wesleyan University at Middleton, 
Ct., where he remained, until the 
death of a sister, two years latef, so 

ffected him that he was compelled 
give up his studies for a time. 
EARLY CAREER HERE. 

Tt was at this time, in 1892, that 
he came to California, and soon aft- 
erwards he became a member of the 
Methodist conference and founded 
the Arlington Methodist Church at 
Riverside. Some time afterwards he 
went to Los Angeles to become as- 
sistant pastor of the Vincent Meth- 
odist Church, which position he held 
two years, when he left for the East 
to finish his education.

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STRIKERS IN DISORDER; 
DESERTED BY SAILORS. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE] 


OS ANGELES HARBOR, June 
2 19.—The first arrest as a result 
of the longshoremen’s strike 
was made today following an assault 
upon R. Ellis, an employee of the 
E. K. Wood Lumber Company, by 
D. Templeton, a ddéckworker, who 
has been out with the strikers since 
June 1. Mr. Ellis was on his way 
to work and was accosted by a crowd 
of strikers, who accused him of be- 
ing a “scab” because he had refused 
to join them when they Went out on 
a strike. 

Templeton struck Mr. Ellis in the 
face, but the latter was able to con- 
tinue his way to the yards, and re- 

sed to be bulldozed by the 
strikers. He went to work and later 
swore out a warrant for Templeton’s 
arrest. There being no court at the 
harbor, Tenrpleton was taken to Cen- 
tral Station and appeared before 
Police Judge Richardson. . He 
pleaded not guilty and his trial was 
set for Wednesday. His bail was 
fixed at $200. 

There were over 500 strikers on 
the water front this morning, news 
having been circulated yesterday that 
the Southern Pacific and Salt Lake 
railroads would make an effort to 
break the strike by sending several 
hundred nonunion men to work on 


the wharves. Some of the strikers | 
were in an ugly mood and among 


these were members of the crowd 
responsible for the assault upon Mr. 
Ellis, while they were waiting for 
the strike-breakers to appear. 

The report that an attempt would 
be made to break the strike, how- 
ever, proved false. The Southern 
Pacific. sent a few Mexicans to load 
some ties that are badly needed for 
work in Arizona, but one ef the 
strikers addressed them in Spanish 
and they refused to leave the cars. 
Some of the Mexicans said they did 
not intend to go to work anyway, 
and only came to the harbor for 
the ride after they had been hired. 
The strikers told them they were 
needed in Mexico, which seemed to 
amuse the Mexicans. 

Hope that the sailors would go out 
in sympathy with the longshoremen 
vanished today, when work was re- 
sumed discharging the steamer 
Wapama. The Wapama has been 
held here several days because the 
sallors were induced to quit when 
ordered to discharge lumber onto 
cars instead of rough-piling it on 
the wharf.

TROOPS ON QUI VIVE 
IN IMPERIAL VALLEY. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


L CENTRO, June 19.—Despite 

an official announcement that 

no trouble is feared along the 
Imperial county section of the in- 
ternational border, all precautions 
are being taken by United States 
troops under command of Maj. J. T. 
Dean of the Twenty-first Infantry to 
guard against theoretically possible 
attacks by an enemy force. For 
the first time since arriving here 
from Vancouver Barracks early this 
spring, troops of four companies 
of the Twenty-first Infantry have 
been stationed at advantageous 
points of approach to Calexico. Be- 


fore today the men have been held 
in readiness in camps some d- 
tance from but in easy access to 
the border. . 

From inquiries recently made re- 
garding the demand of the Imperial 
Valley for protection in the event 
of trouble with Mexico, it is con- 
sidered probable by officials here 
that a strong force of the National 
Guard will be hurried here to aug- 


hundred men, now stationed on the 
Mexican border. Late tonight no 
definite advices had been received 
from Adjt.-Gen. Thomas regarding 
his plans for the movement of 
troops here. Protection of the main 
canal system that supplies the wa- 
ter for Imperial Valley is consid- 


ered by officials the most important 
@uty for forces in this and 


it is known to be the aim of the 
State and national military author- 
ities to provide a sufficient army for 
this purpose. 

Although military and civil au- 
thorities here declare such fears are 
entirely unfounded, no little un- 
easiness exists along the border be- 
cause of the absence from his com- 
mand of Gov. Esteban Cantu of the 
northern district of Lower Califor- 
nia, who left Mexicali yesterday with 
his staff for Tia Juana, on an an- 
nounced visit of inspection. Min- 
tary officials have great confidence 
in the ability of Gov. Cantu to con- 
trol his men and maintain a strict 
nevartlity on the local border, re- 
gardiess of the situation elsewhere, 
but they are not so sure of the att 
tude of his inferior officers in the 
event of hostilities between the 


United States and Mexico. 

Close watch of every activity of 
Mexican soldiers is being kept by 
the United States troops guarding 
the international line. As a mere 
precaution detail maps of the coun- 
try for several miles in the direction 
of the Gulf of Lower California 
have been prepared. 

The wives of several officers of 
the Twenty-first Infantry who have 
been residing at Calexico today 
took up their residence in El Centro, 
although it was denied that this 
move had anything to do with the 
jocal military plans. It was taken 
as an indication of expected active 
service by the soldiers along or

2 FLIRTING A PUBLIC NUISANCE? 
H. G. Wells, writing in a London paper 
on the coming emancipation of women, fore 
sees an era in which common sense is to 
prevail, in which the frou-frou of skirts or 
the delicate mysteries of the toilette will 
cease to thrill any but the very young men, 
An era, in fact, wherein the flirtatious, co- 
quettish type of feminine seductiveness will 


be frankly a bore. 

Wells is profoundly impressed with the 
flew type of economically independent maid- 
en who dresses quietly and goes about the 
‘streets with a businesslike, preoccupied 
air, “a man in a man’s world” for all pro- 


fessional purposes, to whom marriage will 


no longer be the be-all and end-all of ex- 
istence. 

It is true that there was a marked ten- 
dency in that direction in all progressive 
countries long before the war. In Europe 
the war has merely hastened the revolu- 
tion, and one can well imagine that, with 
a scarcity of men and those men consié- 


m 
riencing a considerable slump. 
“This type of women,” says Wells, “will 


expect to go about freely without an escort, 


free to travel alone ...A 


being charged with annoying or accosting 
a delicate female.” 

The women’s clubs have certainly bred 
a large number of such women in this coun- 
try. But there are still many who have an- 
who usurp all the prerogatives without the 
economic justification. There are still many 
who regard every man as a possible lover 
and who dress with a view to not neces 
sarily avoiding attention. 

This type of woman is understood to be 
typically womanly and usually receives a 
fair measure of encouragement. But she 
is not necessarily the lady who yearns for 
a home and a cradle to rock. Indeed; the 
film now running, “Where Are My Chil- 
dren?” in which Mr. Tyrone Power looks 
80 fiercely, aggressively masculine, con- 
demns her type rather severely, notwith- 
standing her feminine attributes. 

Wells believes that the new freewoman 
will be a grave and capable person, decently 
dressed, and imposing her own rectitude of 
behavior, her own sense of neutrality, upon 
the men she meets. He seems to entirely 
approve of her, too—to believe that the Fu- 
ropean man entirely approves of her. But 
we wonder if the American man is going to 
entirely approve of her. The American 
man has not learned the art of graceful, 
superficial flirting. but he is a good deal of 
a gay dog in his own way. He may be 
quicker to concede women the vote, but, 
notwithstanding the signs of the times, he 
is very slow to take women seriously. He 
merely divides them up into two distinct 
classes, the neutrals and the flirtatious. 

When a man boasts of his “affaires de 
coeur” (save the mark!) he is scarcely more 
wise or intelligent than the foolish young 
woman on flirtation bent who sallies forth 
to conquer. If these, then, are his ideals, 
how is he going to enjoy life in a world of 
feminine neutrals? If the female coquette 
is to become a mere bore in Europe, isn’t 
there a soupcon of danger that the mascu- 
line gay dog may become a good deal of a 
bore in America? 

Already flirting is regarded as a public 
nuisance. The police make sporadic et- 
forts to stamp it out. The clergy rather 
concentrate on women's fashions as alto- 
gether too disgustingly flirtatious. The 
women’s clubs themselves solemnly debate 
the unwisdom of frivolous dress. Open-air 
courting and joy rides are frowned upon 
by all respectable cities. The comic sup: 
plements are at pains to make flirting ri- 
diculous. Novelties and playwrights have a 
marked penchant for lofty, serious heroines. 

And it is the frivolous, flirtatious attri- 
butes of women that are always held against 
them by opponents of woman's franchise. 
Men still ridicule women's clubs where all 
is serious uplift, but more and more of them 
realize that they are a factor to be reckoned 
with and not exactly to be treated with 
indifference. And year after year sees a 
growing number of rocruits to their colors. 

And flirtations really are very disturbing. 
With the best management they will butt in 
on more serious affairs. We all know about 
the personable men who are so pursued 
that they have to give instructions at their 
club not to be called to the phone unless the 
lady gives her name and business. And the 
increasing army of economically independ- 
ent women feel very much the same. They 
find flirting an annoyance when there are 
other calls on their time. Our whole ten- 
dency nowadays is towards efficiency, and 
any preoccupation of the flirtatious order 
is apt to mitigate against efficiency.
